A QUIET FOURTH. 
Yesterday, which was in the eye of the 
law the Fourth of ‘July; was without excep- 
tion ‘the most quiet and inoffensive anni- 
yersary of the kind that New-York has ever 
known. The day was like an ordinary Sun- 
day, © Indeed, in the City of Brooklyn there 
was even less noise and disorder than there 
usually is on Sunday, owing.-to the delight- 


heard on the streets, and at long intervals a 
solitary ‘pistol-shot broke‘ the stillness, but 

any day of last week more closely resembled 
the orthodox Fourth than did the day set 
apart for sulphurous celebration. 

The causes of this unexpected quiet were 
various. ‘Among them ‘was undoubtedly 
the premature introduction .of a new ex- 
plosive machine—a sort of slung-shot, which, 
when’ dropped on. the pavement, exploded 
a little fulminating powder with a sharp, 
vicious crack. The wicked inventor of this 
machine fancied that. it would supersede the 
traditional fire-cracker, and he therefore pro- 
cured hundreds of men to stand on the side- 
walks and exhibit it, From last Monday 
until Saturday the streets were lined with 
these men; ‘who exploded their detestable 
slung-shot device ‘with such pertinacity 
that the air was filled with the noise of a per- 
petual fusillade:. But mark how the devices 
of the wicked are brought to naught. The 
small-boy bought the explosive slung-shot, 
and long before the Fourth arrived lost all 
interest in it. Having spent his money in 
that which satisfied himi not, he had no 
money. for fire-crackers, and, moreover, by 
Monday morning he had grown tired of. the 
noise made. by. the slung-shot. peddlers. 
While the inventor of the explggive  slung- 
shot doubtless made more or | onéy,, his 
diabolical purpose. of adding to the horrors 
of Fourth. of July was thus. signally frus- 
trated, and his efforts merely succeeded in 
prematurely satiating the sulphurous desires 
of the small-boy: j

Fourth was, beyond all doubt, the fact that 


When 
the Fourth comes on. Sunday, the law says 
that it must be celebrated on the fifth.
